The Secretary reported that he had 
trouble in collecting the fishery rate, as the 
County Council in some cases collected the 
first moiejy. The Wexford and Carlow 
County Councils had now instructed their 
collectors to return the fishery rate as irre- 
coverable, and the Conservators would be 
free to collect it.

Labour’s Awakening. 

While the grim change-in the ‘weather is 
bringing some of the rigours of the coal 
strike home to Irish hearths, the British 
working classes are just beginning to 
realise the full extent of the damage which 
has been wrought in their country by that 
act of supreme folly. At the Labour Con- 
ference at Margate yesterday, when the 
question of a general levy on behalf of the 
miners was raised, Mr. J: H. Thomas, the 
railway leader, quoted figures which ought 
to give pause to every sensible worker. 
The National Union of Railwaymen, he 
said, could not impose a levy on its 
members, because no fewer than 45,000. of 
| them still were out of work, and nearly 
200,000 were employed only on three days 
per week. This condition of affairs is 
a direct result of the general strike of 
last May, which followed the stoppage. in 
the coal mines. When the strike collapsed 
the railway companies announced that 
they could re-employ their men only .as 
the opportunity offered ‘itself. The 
continuance of the coal strike, with 
the inevitable curtailment of railway 
services, has made matters considerably 
worse, and the fact that a quarter of a 
million railwaymen have been affected 
adversely is an eloquent commentary on 


| the almost. desperate situation that has 


been created in England.. No branch of 
industry escaped. Hundreds of 
thousands of men and their families who 
have no direct connection with the coal 
trade must be suffering. It is a pitiful 
business. 3 

Mr. A. J. Cook set out last May to 
lead a revolution. What are the results 
of his chieftainship? For nearly six 
months the wretched . miners have. been 
without work or pay; British ‘industry 
has been deprived of its life’s blood; 
foreign rivals have been allowed to capture 
| British markets; the Miners’ Federation 
has been discredited and brought to the 
point of disintegration. In Leicestershire 
the local council has decided to break away 
altogether from the central body. In 
Cannock Chase, in Nottinghamshire, and 
even in the Scottish strongholds of 
militant Socialism. miners are swarming 
back to work. The writ of the Federation 
no longer runs in Britain, and there is a 
widespread belief that this once powerful 
‘organisation will not survive the next few 
weeks. That is not all. The whole 
Labour movement has been injured. As a 
direct result of the coal strike, the Prime 
Minister has pledged his Government to 
an early revision of trade union law. The 
Conservative Party is determined that 
organised labou~ shall not have another 
opportunity of holding the British nation

crimes ; and, perhaps, an even graver omen 
of the nation’s moral state than the actual 
transgression of the law by the few is the 
reluctance of the many to give honest and 
open evidence calculated.to-ensure punish- 
ment. We shall not take too gloomy a 
view of offences which in part are con- 
| sequences of the moral‘ anarchy of recent 
times; but the less crude and obvious 
results of truthlessness are perilous in a 
degree difficult to over-estimate. Everyone 
who has transacted business in Ireland and 
across the Channel can testify to a remark- 
able contrast. tn England contractors, 
merchants, tradegimen: and labourers give 
conscientious service, and value for money 
in goods or labour is assured. In Ireland 
every commodity supplied must be weighed 
and tested, every piece of work inspected 
and, above all, a written. and detailed 
agreement as to price usually thust be 
secured .in advance. Business moves 
briskly where it: is: not hedged and 
burdened with suspicion, but where 
confidence can be placed in no promise 
every transaction in life from the ordering 
of a stone of potatoes to the building of 
a house bristles with annoyafce. In 
Ireland the housewife’s task is a ceaseless 
battle with petty’ tricksters and ° feckless 
defaulters, and every business man’s 
affairs a matter of nerve-racking vigilance.

OPINIONS AT GLASGOW 
CONFERENCE. 


A two-day conference’ on broadcasting in 
relation to Scottish national life, promoted by 
the British Broadcasting Company, was 
opened in Glasgow yesterday with a public 
F session, ‘attended by representatives of various 
Scottish Churches and by Roman Catholics. 

The Rev. Dr. Morrison, Moderator of the 
United Free Church, presided. He said that 
unless the Chiirch regarded broedcasimig as 
an ally, and was determined to use its oppor- 
tunities to the full; it would be making a 
grave and irreparable mistake. The Church 
could bring its message to millions. in this 
way. He was perfectly prepared to take the 
suggested risk of people abstaining from 


Services at home. He regarded it as infinitely 
less than many risks that they took every 
day. It was of great importance to bring the 
Gospel to those who never darkened . the 
church floor, even though absenteeism from 
church by those whose heart was never really 
there should be caused. 

In the course of the discussion; other 
speakers said that broadcasting ‘had done 
something to mould public opinion, and was a 
very real step forward in the evangelisation 
of the country. It mattered little what de- 
nomination the wireless préacher belonged to 
if he had the message which would bring 
God's kingdom closer. The Churches must 
forget their ecclesiastical differences, 

Broadcasting, it .was suggested, could hel 
to whet the appetite for religion. Other 4 3 
vantages that radio sermons gave ministers 
and laymen a chance to hear preachers of 
other denominations, and would assist the 
passing of religious bitterness.

FAMOUS DIAMOND MISSING. 


VERSAILLES, Tuesday. 
During last night the Chateau de Chantilly 
was broken into by thieves, who forced their 
way into the gem room and carried off, 
among other valuables, the famous rose dia- 
mond known as the ‘‘ Grand Conde,”’ for- 
merly valued at over ten million francs. 
The, police authorities are actively engaged 
in investigating the matter.— (Reuter. ) 
PARIS, Tuesday. 
It is beiievel that the robbery at the 
Chateau de Chantilly was carried out between 
ó and 5 o'clock this morning, as the attend- 
ants make their nightly tour of inspection at 
1.50 and 2.50 a.m. The weight of the ladders 
used to scale the walls Indicates that the 
thieves arrived in a lorry, and were well 
acquainted with the lay-out of the castle. It 
is presumed that they knew that the at- 
tendants slept at the opposite end of the 
wing to where the treasure tower is 
situated, ‘and marks of footsteps on 
the floor show that only one man 
kept watch, whilst the others rifled the cases 
of all articles of value of small dimensions 
which could be placed in t}eir pockets. 
The missing diamond/’which is set with 
pearls, measured 2} centimetres by 2. A 
description of the stolen jewels is being circu- 
lated all over the world. 
As soon as the theft was discovered the 
curators, including M. Paul Bourget and 
Marshal Pétain, arrived, and were followed 
shortly afterwards by the Prefect of the Oise 
Department and M. Chiappé, Director of 
Police. 
A late estimate places the total loss at a 
figure below the 10,000,000 francs estimated

JUVENILE CONDUCTORS. 

Mr. .W. McMullan (Labour) said that it 
was a scandal to see the number of juveniles 
employed as drivers and conductors on the 
omnibuses. He welcomed the provisions to 
ensure that more responsible persons would 

se ed. He complained that although 
the Minister had occupied an hour and .a 
half in his speech, he had not referred to 
third party insurance. 

It was remarkable that the Government 
were taking no stepsto improve the efficiency 
of the omnibus services by limiting the 
number of hours which the dtivére and con- 
ductors worked. The railwaymen had been 
able to get tclerable conditions, but the un- 
fair competition of the road yehicles was 
having an injurious effect on them. 

Sir Robert Lynn said that there should be 
some distinction between the penalties for 
reckless driving and for drunkenness in charge 
of a car. The principle of imposing a mini- 
mum petialty was one that they should not 
agree to rashly. There ought to be a certi- 
ficate of fitness to drive as well as a certifi- 
eate of physical fitness. What was going to 
be the cost of the new bill? There had not 
been a word said as to the cost of the staff 
that wonld be required. 


THE NEW FORCE. | 

Mr. .J. Devlin said that the proposals 
seen to. him to be aimed more at raising 
funds, than protecting the public. The bill 
avé the police powers which were not justi- 
fied, and, in addition, it set up an addi- 
tional force.

not the best people to see the brightest side 
of Irish life—but it could not be concealed 
that something ought to be done to make the 
public life such as would attract others not 
of their communion to the true Church of 
Christ. (Applause. ) 

THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Most Rev. Dr. O'Kane, the new Bishop 
of Derry, who presided, in opening the meet- 
ing, said that he thought that it was a good 
thing that the Catholic Truth Society had 
selected “ Truth ” as the subject for the series 
of papers with which they were dealing that 
week. 

Catholics had been eyeoy reminded that 
they were not particularly interested in 
“Truth,” and that tVeir lives were not par- 
ticularly bright examp%.. He hoped, if there 
was anything in that accusation, that in time 
they would show forth in their lives those 
natural virtues to which their friends of 
another denomination thought they could 
claim a monopoly.

CHURCH REQUISITES. 

In connection with the Catholic Truth

the stone skeleton and, parhaps, the wooden 
pews being of Irish origin. The dignity, the 
unity with surroundings, the associations 
brought to mind by native art are all missing. 
That this need not be so is shown by the 
window display in the Permanent Exhibition 
of Irish Manufactures, where ecclesiastical 
supplies in variety are being shown—wood- 
work, brasswork, beautiful silver, Irish-made

PRESIDENT’S REVIEW... 


ONE CAUSE FOR REGRET. 

The distribution of prizes followed a meet- 
ing of the Hierarchy, at which the business 
discussed was of a domestic character. . 

The Very Rev. Dr. McCaffery, President 
of the College, extended a hearty welcome 
to the Cardinal, the trustees and the bishops, 


postponed from June owing to the absence 
of the Cardinal and many of the bishops at 
the Eucharistic Congress. The postponement 
had some disadvantages, but, on the other hand, 
it had its compensations. For the first time” 
for a long period they had the full body of 
students, even including freshmen, to 
welcome the bishops. 

"My only regret,’’ cOntinued the President, 
is that there are not more of them. It 
may be that what they want in numbers they 
inake up for in quality; but in Maynooth, as 
in other places, numbers tell. If I were to 
take a selfish point of view I should welcome 
a reduction in our total, but I know that 
any serious reduction in our numbers may 
entail great consequences for the College, for 
the students who remain, and for the dioceses 
of Ireland in the years tliat are to come. 
Hence I cannot view without some alarm our 
present College roll. AC há 

“The number of freshmen entering this 
year is, with one exception, the lowest ia 
living memory, and the total on the College 
roll has not stood at such a low level im 
living memory—not since we years of disin-. 
“tegration that followed on the disendowment. 
If we could automatically reduce our plant 
in accordance with our numbers I would 
have an open mind on the subject, but the 
plant has been set up, with its present magni- 
ficent proportions, and must be maintained, 
and the overhead charges must be met 
whether our numbers are 600 or 300. The 
conclusion is sufficiently evident... I mention 
this matter, not that it is any personal. in- 
terest of mine, but because I think it is of 
supreme interest to the College.” 

Having paid a tribute to the memory of the 
late Dr. Geant Bishop’ of Elphin, and the 
late Dr. Foley, of Kildare, both ef whom 
had always been deeply interested in the 
success of the College, the President said 
that there was one aspect of Bishop Foley’s 
work which had been little dwelt upon, and 
that was the deep personal interest that he 
took in his young priests during the years 
immediately’ following their ordination. Hé 
had pleasure in welcoming that day two dis- 
tinguished students of. the College—the 
Bishop of Ross and the Bishop of Derry. 
(Applause.) 

A SUCCESSFUL-YEAR. . .. 

He was glad to say that the College had 
had a very mona year, and the accuracy 
of that statement could be tested by any- 
one who wished to do so.” “There are tests 
of Maynooth that the bishops can always 
apply and that was ‘how’ the young priests 
that were sent fr6m Maynooth from-year to 
year were doing their work. It was the 
safest test and the best. Nor did he think 
that they need fear to be judged by that 
criterion. | 

‘‘There is only one other matter to which I 
should like to refer,’ continued Dr. 
McCaffery. “Many people outside, both 
clergy and laity, seem to think that May- 
nooth is rolling in wealth, and that our chief 
difticulty is how to spend our annual revenue. 
I wish to say that this is-a great mistake. 
Maynooth is not blessed with surplus revenue, 
but neither is its financial condition un- 
sound. Even though there were difficulties, 
I do not believe in raising the spectre of 
bankruptcy as if hovering in the distance; 
but, in this case, I expect there is not the 
slightest danger. But 1 do say that in recent 
years it has been a difficult task, even by 
effecting economy where economy was advis- 
able, to balance’ our annual revenue and 
expenditure. In other words, we are not in 
debt, but if all outstanding claims were 
settled to-morrow our credit balance would 
not suffice to run the College for a month. 

‘This cannot be regarded as a satisfactory 
state of affairs. A great institution like May- 
nooth, built up by the labours and sacrifices 
of clergy and laity as the national seminary 
of Ireland, cannot stand still. Its progress 
cannot be suddenly arrested without a severe 
shock to the whole system. It must either 
advance and expand according to,the demands 
of the age, or it must decline. 

CONTRIBUTIONS INVITED, 

‘‘ Tf, therefore, charitably disposed persons, 
clergy or laity, are looking around for some 
nseful object to which they might devote 
their savings, I would plead with thew: to 
consider the claims of Maynooth. Our 
accounts are audited yearly by a chartered 
accountant who sees that every penny is 
accounted for and expended according to the 
wishes of the testator. If anyone doubts my 
word, I am quite willing to submit to him 
an annual financial statement guaranteed by 
the auditor’s certificate. | 

““They may feel certain, too, that there ace 
many useful purposes to which any incre«se 
of income could is devoted. We require, for 
example, a great expansion of our post- 
graduate studies. It is not necessary that 
every priest should be a Doctor in pcr 
or Philosophy or Canon Law, or that he 
should be an M.A, or an M-Sc., or have the 
higher diploma in education of the National 
University; but it was necessary, even to 
preserve the correct level in the general body, 
that a few picked men should have these 
qualifications.” 

THE CARDINAL’S ADDRESS. 

Cardinal O'Donnell said that the account of 
the College given by the President was a 
ver favourable one as regards health, dis- 
cipline and studies. The only shortcoming 
was in regard to the number of freshmen. 
He heartily endorsed the tribute which the 
President had paid to the 4wo Trustees who 
had gone to their reward, and also his wel- 
come to the two distinguished ecclesiastics 
who had been elevated to the Episcopate. 
The late Bishop of Kildare was a great loss 
to the bishops of Ireland and to the whole 
country in the domain of education. The, 
postponement of the distribution of premiums 
was due to the fact that many of the bishops 
accompanied him to the Eucharistic Congress 
at Chicago. 

“ The clergy and the people of Irelard,’’ 
his Eminence went on, “ were well repre- 
sented at the Congress, but it was cage ae 
necessary that a delegation of the Iri 
Episcopacy should be there.

Mr. Redmond and his 
colleagues had, it is true, been willing to 
ussent to an arrangement under which the 
Home Rule Act would have become im- 
mediately and fully operative as to the 
twenty-six counties and remain fully operative 
and come into active effect as to the six 
Ulster counties under the terms of the 
Suspensory Act. Such an arrangement could 
only be called partition by an abuse of 
language. When lie found that this arrange- 
ment, as definitely promised to him, was 
being deliberately and patently falsified in the 
working out, so as to effect partitionist ends, 
he repudiated the whole transaction and thereby 
brought the episode to a close, as the Hansard 
report shows. It was Mr. John Redmond 
and his party, therefore, that by their opposi- 
tion defeated the first attempt by Sir Edward 
Carson, Mr. Lloyd George and the British 
Cabinet to impose partition in 1916 upon the 
Home Rule Settlement in 1912-14. 

Mr. John Redmond died, and his fol- 
lowers—or nearly all of them—were swept 
from the scene. They had—and they could 
have had—no subsequent responsibility frcm 
1918 onwards. Sinn Fein manned the con- 
stituencies and absented itself from West- 
minster. The Carsonite party, not un- 
‘naturally, took full advantage of the situa- 
tion t get the Coalition. Government, to pass 
the Government of Ireland Act. 1920, under, 
and by virtue of, whose terms the Northern 
Parliament and Executive. are functioning 
to-day. This Act of 1920 is. of course, the 
true root from which the presnt partition 
springs. But, evil as it was, the -mischief 
which it wrought was still curable under -the 
terms of the Anglo-Irish Treaty—and that 
must be admitted by every member of the old 
Dail who voted for the acceptance of that 
Treaty.

HOUSE-TOP. 


A fire which occurred in Dunmurry, County 
Antrim, early yesterday morning resulted in 
the destruction of three dwellinghouses in 
William ‘street, in the centre of the village. 

The -fire originated in the house, of Mrs. 
Benson, and it appears that at about a 
quarter to five Mr. Thomas Stewart, who 
lives next door. was awakened by screams 
from Mrs. Benson’s house, and then smelling 
acrid smoke. Dressing hurriedly, he rushed 
out. to find that the whole Benson family 
on the slate-covered roof of an out-house. Mrs. 
Benson was there with her 19-year-old son, 
her daughter, aged 17, and a year-old baby 
girl. He helped them down and then called 
for assistance. 

By this time all the neighbours were 
astir. The fire was spreading at an alarming 
rate. and, while it was realised that nothing 
could be saved from Mrs. Benson’s house, it 
was only too apparent that an adjoining 
house, inhabited by Mrs. Hughes and her 
daughter, and the house beyond, occupied 
by Mrs. Waring, were also doomed. Already 
the fire had eaten its way into the roof of 
Mrs. Hughes's house. Both Mrs. Hughes and 
Mrs. Waring are in very delicate health, 
and willing hands carried them across the 
street to a place of safety. 
When the excitement, 
Benson’s .daughter was able to give an 
account of the outbreak. She was awakened 
by the crackling of woodwork, and found her 
room full of smoke. 
‘It was quite dark, and | shouted to my 
mother that the house was on fire.” she said. 
“I grabbed the baby, and, finding that the 
stairs were all ablaze, I rushed to the back- 
room window and tried to break it. I could 
not do so, but. my brother took. the baby 
from me and put his. foot through the 
window.. He pushed me out on to the roof 
and gave me baby, after which he got my 
mother out too. We then got into Mr.

LORRIES. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH 
SIX-WHEELERS. 


vv 


In the neighbourhood of Aldershot yester- 
day the British Army, by means of a demon- 
stration with six-wheeled Royal Army Service 
Corps motor lorries, tried to show that when 
another war occurs Britain will be in posses- 
sion of transport that will confer mobility and 
swiftness upon her forces, even though she be 
not a belligerent. 

The six-wheelers shown yesterday were 
produced from War Office patented designs, 
and their superiority to the four-wheeled 
lorries, which the Army proposes they shall 
supersede, lies in the facts that they are 
driven off two back axles, that those axles are 
suspended from a specially constructed bogie, 
that at either end of each driving axle are 
twin tyred wheels, and that when necessary 
a patent non-skid chain, coupled almost in- 
stantaneously around the driving wheels, 
converts the lorry into a species of half-track 
vehiclé. The introduction of these special 
features, it is claimed, doubles the load- 
carrying power of the vehicle, so that a 
fifteen-cwt. lorry carries a thirty-cwt. load on 
the road, or a ton across rough country, with 
reduction of relative speed. _ 

The trials yesterday were held in the rough 
manceuvre area between Frimley and Pir- 
bright, and the vehicles did everything that 
was expected. Loaded to capacity with 
officers, motor builders, motor owners, Press- 
men and ballast, the six-wheelers ran through 
bogs, over furrowed heatherland, and up and 
down gravelled and sanded gradients of one 
in two and a half, and with their skid chains 
affixed they climbed gradients of one in one. 

The War Office, owing to the expense, is 
unable to build a fleet of these lorries, and is, 
therefore, desirous of creating a fleet of sub- 
sidised six-wheelers as a motor reserve, just 
as a few years ago it created a four-wheeled 
subsidised reserve.

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DOCTOR’S REPLY TO FATHER’S 
COMPLAINT.

He said that the first 
operation was performed without his consent, 
and the wound was reopened. 

The reply to this from Dr. Fulton, which 
was supported by the nurses present at the 
operations, was read to the meeting. He 
stated that the patient had suffered from a 
large abscess on the right side, and he had 
given instructions to his friends so that he 
might obtain a consent before performing an 
operation. These instructions were carried 
out to the letter, and the consent was en- 
closed. He operated successfully. 
Later a large abscess formed on the left 
side, and similar instructions were attended 
to before the operation. While the patient 
was under chloroform he washed up his right 
side, but performed no operation. Consent 
for the second operation was also enclosed. 
The patient was making a fine recovery when 
he was taken out of the infirmary. “ 
He was admitted again in a dying condition 
on the 12th August, and was removed from 
the infirmary against their will on the 23rd 
August. 
On the motion of Miss Gaffikin, seconded by 
Mr. W. A. Bell, J.P., Dr. Fulton’s report 
on the case was declared satisfactory.
